Separate Article. 


BESIDES all that is Conclitded 
and Stipulated by the Treaty of Peace 
Signed rhis preſent Day, the 20th of 
September, It is moreover agreed by the 
preſent Separate Arricle, which ſhall 
have the fame Force and Effet, as if 
It was inſerted word for word in the 
ſaid Treary, That the moſt Chriſtian 
King ſhall Covenant and Agree, and 
by the preſent Article he does 
Covenant and Agree, That it ſhall 
be free for the Emperor and the 
Empire, until the Firſt Day of Ne- 

ember next, to accept the Conditions 
of Peace lately propoſed by themoſt 
Chriſtian King, according to the De- 
claration made on the Firſt Day of this 
preſent Month, unleſs in the mean 
time it ſhall be otherwiſe agreed be- 
tween His Imperial Majeſty and the 
Empire, and His moſt Chriſtian Ma- 
jelty. And in caſe His Imperial Ma- 
zeſty does not within the rime prefixed 
accept thoſe Conditions, or that ir be 
not otherwiſe agreed berween His Im- 
perial Majeſty and rhe Empire, and 
His moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, the ſaid 
Treaty ſhall have its full Effet, and be 
duly pur in Execution according to its 
Form and Tenor ; And it ſhall nor be 
lawful for the King of Great Britain,di- 
rely or indirectly, on any account or 
cauſe whatſoever, to act contrary to 
the ſaid Treaty.
